BOARD OF TRADE DINNER 

A PRONOUNCED SUCCESS 

One hundred i)t'oplc attended the 
ban(iuet given by the Board of Trade 
at the Woman’s club house Monday 
night, every one a booster foi' greater 
Sierra Madre. A .score of new mem¬ 
bers joined the club. 

The dinner, at OdlO, was a real din¬ 
ner served by the ladies of the Wo¬ 
man’s club, enjoyed and appreciated 
by all. 

During the meal a musical and 
dancing program was given, Mrs. Mil- 
ton Steinberger in charge. Miss Hope 
Knapp of Alhambra, iiuaintly and 
beautifully gowned, gave .several 
dancing numbers which were hearti¬ 
ly applauded, and .Miss Oniga Hansen 
of Los Angeles, pupil of Roland Paul 
of the Eagan school, sang two solos, 
accompanied on the piano by Miss 
Minnie Marshall of Los .Angeles. 

After the dinner. President Alloy 
gave a short characteristic talk and 
introduced the first speaker of the 
evening, our fellow citizen, Col. W. 
H. Holobird. 

The colonel’s talk was largely rem- 
inescent but always loyal and enthusi- 
a.stic for Sierra .Madre, the homo of 
hi.s selection, and in whose future 
progress he ha.s implicit confidence. 
He said that he Imd visited every pa¬ 
cific coast county and was intimately 
familiar with the various mountain, 
valleys and plains, but nowhere diil 
he ever find a loetition or spot that 
could compare with Sierra Mailre for 
natural behuty and delightful sur¬ 
roundings. He urged the Board of 
'frade to maich forward and simply 
ignore the “mossbfu’k” resident who 
was satisfied with present conditions, 
and had no ambition to .see the town 
grow. 

Ihiy Mitchell, prc.sidcnt of the 
Chamber of Commerce of San Pedro, 
began his remarks by complimenting , 
Sierra Madre on its wisdom in ehoo.s- 
ing a mayor with such a good name, 
and agreed with the preceding speak¬ 
er’s remarks about the “mosshack.” I 
He made some helpful .sugge.sti<m.s j 
and told all about his city and it was ; 
a splendid talk—for San Pedro. If j 
Sierra Madrans will eatch his fever | 
and shout for their city as he did for i 
hi.s, his visit will have been widl worth 
while. 

Mr. 1. G. Lewis, .secretary of the 
San I’edro Chamber of Commerce, 
vvas the nc.xt speaker. .Mr. Lewis ha.s 
been a professional .secretary for civ¬ 
ic organizations for ten nr twelve j 
years, and the valuable ideas, siigges- j 


tions and advice that he gave was lis¬ 
tened to with the closest attention. 
He scouted the idea of passing by the 
“mo.ssback,” hut said to take him 
along. In fact, he contended that 
there wasn’t :{ny “mosshack”—that 
the one so-called was a human being 
with likes, dislikes and ambition just 
like the rest of us, but with ideas at 
variance with ours and that it was 
the <luty of the Board of Trade to 
bad his weak point, break through 
hi.s armor, convince him of the error 
of Ills ojiinion, harmonize him with 
the public movement, join him to the 
Board of Trade, put him to work— 
and take him along. 

He said also that $10 a year was 
too small an amount for the dues; 
that $2.5 would be more in kt-eping 
with the advantages to be gained, but 
insisted that at the smaller amount 
every property holder in Sierra Mad¬ 
re, resident and non-resident, should 
be induced to join the boanl as a mat¬ 
ter of benefit to themseives. He rec¬ 
ommended the employment of a good 
secretary who would be on the job all 
the time, and if this were done, pro- 
pliesied that Sierra .Madre would come 
up to the level of other progressive 
towns and progress beyond many of 
tliem not so favorably situated. 

Mr. Joseph Scott, ex-president of 
the Chamber of Commeree of Los .An¬ 
geles, was next introduced, although 
the ceremony was hanlly necessary, 
.'IS almost everyboily present already 
knew Joe Scott, lawyer, leader, 
booster, orator. He recounted the 
work of the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce and its gigantic problems, 
emphasizing the fact that all South¬ 
ern California was working toward 
a common end—development—and 
that all civic organizations wore help¬ 
ful, or otherwise, to each other, ac¬ 
cording to their own activity. 

He urged the Sierra Madre Board 
of Trade to consider the general [irob- 
Icm of the county as well as the lo- 
cid ones, :ind pounded home a few 
sledge-hammer blows on loyal Amer¬ 
icanism against socialism, Bolshev¬ 
ism and all other “isms” that are so 
actively, though insiduously, under¬ 
mining our form of government. 

.Mr. .Scott is earnest speaker and 
a finisheil orator and was fre(|Uontly 
interrupted by vigorous applause. 

Karl D. Topping, chairman of the 
niemhership committee, gave an out¬ 
line of the plans for a membership 
drive and officially appointed every 
member of the Bo.ard on the commit¬ 
tee to secure new members, and in- 
sistetl that none be allowinl to c.scapo.

Solomon Islanders at Times Apt to Go 
Back to Pleasant Diversion of 
Head Hunting. 


The Siiloiiinn islands are famous as 
one of the last strongholds of head- 
liunting and eimnllinilsm. Some of 
the natives have been converted to a 
civilized respect for tiunian life, luit 
tlie native taste of the Solomon island¬ 
er still approves a eeremonial feast 
once In a wliile. with .several meniliers 
of a hostile trllie tastily cooked and 
serx oil. 

Ib'iul-liunting has for centuries been 
a part of tlie islander’s religion and 
is pursued with groat zeal and a kind 
of ecstatic enjoyment to all exctqit 
Hu- vIctiiM.s. Head-linnlers from one 
tribe set init for a hunt to the lands 
of another tribe. They swoop down 
on a village, seize as many victims as 
piossilde and escape. The trophh-s of 
the chase are impaled on posts as evi¬ 
dence of the hunters’ prowess, while 
the feast which follows consists main¬ 
ly of tlie victims. 

If the attacked tribe knows of tlie 
plan beforehand it will retire lo l*.s 
tree houses, where it Is safe for a 
while. These hou.ses afe built fifty or 
sixty feet from the ground in tlie 
branches of giant trees. Ladilers hang 
from tlieni and up these the agile na- 
tlve.s cllinli and then pull up the lad¬ 
der. 

Usually a hunt Is now instituted 
only for one or two sarriflees, npd 
skulls ns decorations in tho lionses are 
less fiishloiialilc than they once were. 
This Is a fnvoralile sign, tmt the real 
Solomon Islander is far from fame and 
It apt to relajise any time into the 
ways of his father.s.
